Keeping in mind the co-operation of 
nature, we need not fear contradiction 
from the highest medical skill when 
saying that in cases of sickness the 
healing art is pow limited to the follow- 
ing service: (1) The prevention of 
certain unfavorable results of disease. 
(2) The arrest of disease. (3) The 
palliation of disease. (4) The giving 
of support to the patient while the dis- 
ease is passing through its natural his- 
tory. (5) The giving of such aid to 
the patient as will assistin his complete 
restoration. These ends, as is claimed 
by several of the medical schools, are 
secured by the use of certain drugs. 
For our present purpose it is enough to 
illustrate this service of the medical 
profession at merely one or two points. 
For instance, in pneumonia, which at 
the present time seems too common and 
fatal, the blood is liable to be charged 
with flbrincus tissue. There is danger, 
therefore, that the fibrine will be sepa- 
rated from the blood, form a blood clot 
in the heart, impede or fully stop the 
circulation, and end the life of the pa- 
tient. Hence by some physicians am- 
monia is freely administered with aban- 
dant draughts of water. Ammonia is 
thought to keep the fib:ine in solution, 
and the water is believed to augment 
the volume of the blood, or thin it, so 
as to prevent the formation of clots. 
In this instance, therefore, the medical 
profession seeks to prevent a fa‘al turn 
of the disease.

erally held is that it is not the medicine, 
it nature, that does the restoring. 
Thirty or forty years ago, had you en- 
red a room where was a typhoid fever 
patient, you would have found table, 
shelf, and perhaps window-sill, set off 
With medicines; some to be taken 
every hour, others every half hour, 
thers every few minutes. The patient 
would have been freely bled and purged, 
and though thirsiing to death, would 
not have been allowed a single draught 
of water, while the use of milk would 
uave horrified the physician. Taat 
treatment, as you well know, almost 
invariably killed the patient. But these 
methods have undergone radical 
Changes. Remedies are reduced seem- 
ingly to their lowest terms. There is 
hardly the smell of medicive in the sick 
00m; there are to be seen in many 
Cases scarcely more than a glass of 
water, a glass of iced milk, a watchful 
and skilled nurse. Some eminent and 
thoroughly educated physicians hold 
What is called ‘the nihilistic doctrine 
48 to drugs,” and all skilled physicians 
acknowledge that both drugs and doc- 
tors are not nature’s masters, but mere- 
lyher servants. In other words, since 
there is in man’s physical organism an 
intrinsic tendency to recover from sick- 
hess, that natural tendency, with such 


slight aids as can be afforded, must be 
depended upon to resture the patient 
after the disease has had its self-limited

Inasmuch as these investigations have 
& Vitel bearing upon the entire discus- 


Sion, we may follow them a step fur 


in preventing the blood clot and ina 
keeping the patient strong for the pre- 
scribed eight days? 


The -entire discussion at this point 
hinges, of course, upon facts. Are 
there well-established facts showing 


that mental states have been efficacious, 
as we say, ia preventing, arresting or 
palliating disease, or in doing whatever 
else is done by the healing art? In an- 
sweriog these questions we refer first 
to a cas? with which you are doubtless 
familiar, occurring in the life of Napo- 
leon I. He visited the various hospi- 
tals of Europe, where were ail sorts of 
contagious dis2ase3, to prove to his gen- 
erals and surgeons that if one is deter- 
mined not to take a disease, he will 
not. Whetheror not Napvleon’s theory 
is correct, the fact is well known that 
he escaped all the aiseases to which he 
was exposed. In other words, he seems, 
by a men al state, to have prevented 
the development of diseases the poisons 
and germs of which must have entered 
his sysiem. 
Some years ago, while listeniag to 
a medical lecture from Dr. Peasely, of 
the Dartmouth Medical College, I was 
much impressed with the following re- 
mark: ** Young gentlemen, do not think 
you have the symptoms of every dis- 
ease I lecture upon. If you think you 
have the symptoms, you are in danger 
of having the disease.” That caution 
was justified upon the ground that men- 
tal states and purposes as a matter of 
fact have been known in the case of 
some persons to induce disease. 
A remark of Dr. Edward Clarke, ao 
eminent physician of Boston, lately 
deceased, is of still broader applica- 
tion: ‘* The proverb that ‘the mind can 
kill and tLe mind can cure,’ not only 
illustrates a popular belief, but a phys- 
iological truth.” Dr. Clarke also far- 
nishes an ilustration occurring in his 
own practice, which shows the remark- 
able influence of mental determination 
upon physical conditions. ‘I once 
gave,” he says, ‘‘ten grains of Dover’s 
powder to a stout, hearty Irish woman, 
at night, as aa anodyne.

As generally hap- 
pens in such cases, not only the com- 


mon people and uneducated sought re- 
lief from him, but many intelligent 
persons were attracted to him. Some 
visited him, doubtless, from curiosity 
alone, but others were led by hope and 
faith as wel’. It was said that his hall 
was full of the crutches and canes of 
the rheumatic and infirm, who went 
thither stiff and lame, but who, cured 
by a touch and a word, left their artificial 
supports behind, as trophies of the 
healer’s power, and walked away re- 
joicing and sound. The fame of the 
therapist reached the ears of Miss X. 
and her family, and excited ia them the 
hope that he might restore her voice. 
Aiter due deliberation, the consent of 
Dr. Ware was asked. This was readily 
given, and Miss X. repaired to the bu- 
reau of the dealer in cures. He heard 
her story, passed his hands somewhat 
roughly over her throat, told her to 
speak, and she spoke. Not long after 
she reported herself to Dr. Ware, who 
expressed much pleasure at the recev- 
ery of her voice, but did not seem sur- 
prised at the result.

On now to Maine, preaching at all 
halting places, unt.1 Buxton is reached, 
where a camp-meeting was held. Twen- 
ty preachers and tive thousand people 
were present. Twice this sick and dy- 
ing man preached. Tie next week fi.ds 
him in Canaan, N. H., to bo!d the Con- 
ference fur New Englard. Seven hours 
a day weie spent in business matters, 
and he says *‘ the members were impa- 
tient to te gore, especially the married 
townsmen.” 
By the 20th of the same month (Juce) 
teisin Montpelier, Vt., admiring the 
place as the seleciel seat of govern- 
ment. July 5, 1806, that estimable man, 
Bishop Whatcoat, passed over the river, 
acd Asoury stands alone, gazing through 
tears after the vanishing shade. 
In 1807 he holds the Conference aguin 
in Bcston, with ninety two preachers on 
the list, for :ll New England. ‘It has 
kept us busy to preach jive times a day, 
ordain fifty.nine to cflice, and appoint 
the numerous stations. And I must 
walk through the seven Conferences, 
and travel six thousand miles in ten 
inonths.” 
In 1810 he is again in Boston, preach- 
ing in both the old and new chupels, 
‘and wro e five Jetters of supplication 
[begging] to our brethren in Bal.imore, 
Georgetown, Alexandria, Norfolk, and 
Charleston fora collection for the new 
chapel here.’’ Old Bromfield Church has 
paid it ail back with interest. 
In 1811 he is at the New England Con. 
ference in Vermont, and was accompan- 
ied by Bishop McKendree. ‘‘ On Mon- 
day I ordained theelders. George Pick- 
ering preached.” Taen he pushed on to 
Canada. ‘I Jearn from aconversation 
had with Cathaiine Detlor that Philip 
Embury died about two hundred miles 
from York. He was much esteemed by 
his neighbours, and an esquire. He in- 
jured himself by mowing, and died sud- 
denly, aged forty-five.” ‘*l have made 
my will; if I do not spend it, I snall 
leave, when I die, about two thousand 
dollars. I give it allto the Book Con- 
cern. This money I have iaherited 
from dear departed Methodist friends in 
the State of Maryland. Let it all return 
and cuntinue to aid the cause of piety.” 

Itis now 1815, and we fiad the poor, 
sick toiler on Lis last visit to New En- 
gland through Pittsfield, Westtieli, Wil- 
praham, to Boston, when he makes this 
entry: ‘‘ Saturday, 6 June, I am pa- 
tiently suffer.ng affliction in Boston.”

LETTER FROM ODDE, NORWAY. 


BY MARSHALL LIVINGSTON PERRIN. 


The people are streaming out of the 
little church after the very simple ser- 
vice; but they will not go home for an 
hour or two. They have a hand shake, 
and talk over the month’s events, which 
have visited their quiet lives in their 
widely-scattered bomes3; for they be- 
long to a ‘circuit,’ and are favored 
with service only once in several weeks. 
Tourists try to be at Odde on t’e ser- 
vice Sunday; end now that visitors are 
driving before them aJl native pecul- 
1arities, itis worth the wh lz to see one 
before it goes for good. The men here 
have already renounced thcir picturesque 
costume; but it is sill possible and 
exceedingly interesting to see the Har- 
danger women in costumis, es;ecialiy 
on Sunday, ani to ro‘e the differences 
between the matrons, the maidens, and 
the half-wives. 
It has been a beautiful morning; and 
in the midst of such charming scenery 
nothing coull have offer.d a prettier 
sight than the boats rowing in from sll 
directions filled with blue skirts, white 
shirts uniter bright bcdices, and the 
iarge, elabora‘ely-laundered, white head- 
dresses of the matrons. The unmarried 
giils wear their long light hair in 
oraids, with n> covering for the head. 
As each boat came io, the women of the 
purty took up a station near the church, 
or at the pier, or by the hotel, to re-ar- 
range their tvilettes before going into 
church. They took from little band- 
boxes aprons, 1ibbuns, ornaments, and 
finishing touches of the uniquest kind. 
The ornaments of g_ld and silver, 
often quite valuable, are usually family 
heirlooms, and much sought after by 
curiosity-huntcrs. As yet, the owners 
do not seem inclined to part with them, 
but are very willing to showthem. A 
couple of the most picturesquely dressed 
.l owed me to photograph them, without 
the least trace of sclf-consciousness. 
We were shown a fantastic crown of 
gold and s.lver, and otker bridal orna- 
ments, which belong to the parish, and 
are used by the brides from time to 
time. The people do more — marvil of 
Norwegian incocnce! In every houl 
or inn, the quaint and costly relics of 
the family are laid out upon side tables 
in waiiing-rooms and parlors, to be in- 
spected by the guests. The crnaments 
aud curiosities which are for sale, 
wood-carsings and photographs, lie 
around with no one to look after them. 
When you leave the house, you tell any- 
body you can find: ‘I want to take 
this home with me, how much shall] 
pay you for it?” The answer is often 
consistenily innocent: ‘* Three or four 
or five or six kroner, whatever you 
think is right.” (Fact!) After the same 
fashion, when leaving a steamer on the 
fjords, one hunts up the steward and 
asks to be allowed to pay, telling him 
how many meals one has had, and 
whether one has drunk any wines. 
But I mustn’t start in upon the sub- 
ject of Norway’s unsuspecting inno- 
cence; for it is inexhaustible. Yet is 
may be as interesting as mad descrip- 
tions of scenery, which are mean.ngless 
to any one but the writer. Norway is 
not without sins, serious ones; but her 
honesty, straightforwardness, and child- 
like, generous good-heartedness are virt-

In Norway the doors of rooms have 
for the most part no locks, We have 
found in some places locks, but the 
keys could be used only from the out- 
side. In most private cottages the 
house key is used only from the outside, 
in case the people are all absent for 
several weeks; but to lock a door and 
remsia inside is to them foolishness. In 
Bergen at the public concerts and en- 
tertainments, tne Outer garmeats and 
appurtenances are laid aside in ao outer 
100m, as otherwheres in Europe; but 
there is no checking system in Bergen, 
not even any one in attendance that I 
could find. After an entertainment we 
attended, the men went to a corner of 
umbrellas and canes, anil each took his 
own. It must have 
usually be so; otherwise such a system, 
or lack of system, would not exist. I 
took my hat, coat, ani cane, and crept 
out, feeling us if I hadstolen something, 
and longing to tell somebody officially 
that they were really mine. 

Yesterday, a guide whom we hired to 
row us across a lake was not needed 
further, since the way to the glacier 
was easy to find; but having my little 
amateur camera and stand with me, and 
not feling inclined to clim> with them, 
[asked him what I should pay him to 
carry them up to the glacier with us. 
He openly re lied that ‘he would as lief 
go up wich them for me as to wait for 
us below. This is only equuled by the 
guide of the previous diy, who reasoned 
with us a.dexplained how much cheaper 
it would be to hire him without his 
horse, and -howing that he could make 
it just as convenient for us. Enough 
examples, though in my notebook are 
already alot more. Arrange them into 
& proper climax to suit, for in degree 
of strangeness they strike people ditfer- 
ently. It sounds like the good old times 
of King Alfred, doesn’t it? 

The engaging of guides is, of course, 
a contract; but the people do not yet 
expect any fees, as such. If for any 
little services not bargained for, you 
give them something extra, they thank 
you by tak.ng off their hat and shaking 
your nand cordially. The women also 
courtesy at tue same time. It is a 
shame that some tourists ‘will not 
botbec with such things,” as they say. 
Belecker remarks that such people 
should stay at home. It will take only 
a few snubs to kill the cus.om quite out. 
Toe unique salutations to strangers 
bave already been driven from the “fre- 
quented districts. Yet, in spite of the 
fact that Odde is fast becoming fash- 
ionable, a number of primitive customs 
still live on the Hardanger fjord. On 
the long tramps to the waterfalls or the 
snowflelds on the Fo!gefond, the guide 
carries no provisions for himself, but 
expects, of course, to sit with the party 
and share everything with them at stop- 
ping piaces, always accepting and in- 
valiably responding witn the cordial 
hend-shake. At the — cottages on 
the way, all sit around a large wooden 
dish of cream (or milk, if preferred) ani 
cip the strips of flat bread and tie 
spoons democraticslly into the delicious 
cream. And these guides are such 
thoughtful, generous, and carefal men! 
Indeed, they are usua.ly of families « f 
the best blood (as far as their democrat- 
ic pr.nciples allow of such a term), and 
ure O.ten independent, as the world in 
Norway goes. They seem never to have 
fclt in their souls the withering blast of 
selfish grecd; not dreaming but thiut 
they are as good as the tourists, and 
having not yet heard that the profes- 
sional guide is only to be abused by 
travelers, aud should cheat them in ie- 
tuin to the best of his ability, only to 
lose his own character in the cne-sided 
conflict. Thoughtless treatment, under- 
pay, and over-feeing will soon do their 
work; and the right hands which forget 
the cunning of playing the six-stringed 
Hardanger violin, wil forget the hearty

He was followed by 
Rev. Mr. Dav‘s, Dr. Reid, missionary 
secretary, Dr. Edwards,*of Virginia — 
a vigorous speaker of long and rich ex- 
perience in the min'stry, always suc- 
ceeding in making good points — Rev. 
Mr. Piice, of Salisbury, N. C., who 
made a very happy short speech, Rev. 
Dr. Smith, Kev. W. B. Derrick, of the 
African M.E Church, and Dr. John- 
son, secretary of the Educational Socie- 
ty of the African M. E. Church. The 
Jatter brethren were colored, and very 
successfully hel { the interested attention 
of the au jiences with rare specimens of 
magnetic and picturesque eloquence. 
The evening session was devoted to 
the reception of fraternal d-legates. | 
Bishop Bowman presided; Rev. Dr. 
Clark, of Georgia, leading in the devo- 
tional exercises. Fri+ndly papers from 
several English Meth dist churches 
were read. Rev. Jasper Thomas spoke 
us the representative of the Bible Chris- 
tian body — an offshoot of Wes’eyan- 
ism, Originating in England with a local 
preacher named O'Brien. It had, until 
very lately, branches in Canada, in 
Ohio, and Wisconsin The former had 
just been absorbed in the united Meth- 
odist Church of Canada, and the latter 
were about to unite with the M. E. 
Church, so that Bro. Taomas greatly 
amused the audience by presenting him- 
self as the remaining relic of the body. 
He made an excellent speech. 

The Protestant Methodist body was 
represented by Rev. L W. Bates, D. D., 
Rev. John Scott, D. D., and Hon F. 
H Pierpont They all made capital 
speeches, very fraternsl and both hope- 
ful and proph ‘tic of an ultimate organ- 
ic reunion of the whole family of Meth- 
odism in the country. Such words were 
heartily cheered. The meeting was pro- 
tracted, but very interesting. 





THIRD DAY. 





Friday morning, the session opened 
under the presidentship of Bishop Fowl- 
er. Rev. Dr. J. B. McFerrin was the 
chaplain of the hour. It was the first | 
unpleasant day thus far of the Confer- | 
ence. The audiences were somewhat | 
affected by the weather. The first paper | 
of the morning was reai by Rev. Dr. O. | 
H. Warren. His topic was, ‘‘ Methodism | 
in 1784 and its Outlook.” Before the| 
paper was commenced, as the delegates | 
assembled slowly, a half hour was de-| 
voted to general discussion, and was 
largely used by the colored brethren. | 
Very earnest and ringing speeches were | 
made by Dr. Tanner, Rev. J. K. Danie, | 
Augusta, Ga., and Bishop Campbell. | 
The latter offered warm thanksgiving | 
for what Methodism had done for the 
negro. Rev. Dr. J. H. Bayliss, editor | 
of the Western Advocate, a man of gra- 
cious pres2nce, with a winning face, a 
fine clear voice, and a ready address, | 
renewed the discussion of the question 
of the comparative evangelistic and} 
pastoral character of our ministry, | 
orened yesterday, iusisting with much | 
force upon the danger o° the hour aris- 
ing from the neg'ect of the pastoral 
office, and especially from the danger 
of underestimating the vial importance 
of the class-meeting. 

Dr. Warren, aft«r the interval of gen- | 
eral talk, commenced his excellent! 
paper. He is known to us as the able 
editor of the Northern Christian Advo- 
cate —a man of gentlemanly bearing, 
with a finely-templed head, bare o° its 
natural covering, of medium size, with | 
a scholarly aspect, and amply falfilling 
in his public efforts the promise of his 
happy personal address. The Doctor 
opened with an aptly-drawu verbal pict- 
ure of the small, young, inexperienced 
body of Methodist ministers under 
Asbury at the beginning of 1784 A few 
had limited scholastic attainments, but 
the whole body had a singular appre- | 
hension of the importance of liberal | 
learning when sanctifled by piety. By | 
signifi:aut and striking incidents the 
speaker jilustrated the intense earnest- 
ness of the preachers and people at this 
hour, giving a clear prophecy of wide | 
and repid extens'on and a permanency 
as a religious force in the land. The) 
speaker found it easy work to show the | 
fulfiiment of this promise in the reci-al 
of the triumphs of the church in these 
late: days. The Doctor discu sed very

Wesley, and the call for, and consu n- 
mation of, its separate existence. 
essay was a valuable one, and will be a 
useful document for preservation. 

At the close of the essiy, a delightful 
recess was taken for hand-shaking and 


singing, ‘‘How happy every child of 
grace,” with great feeling, to an ancient 
Methodist tune. 

The second lecturer was Rev. Dr. J. 
D. Blackwell, of the Virginia Confer. 
ence, Church South. H's topic was, 
‘*Methodism in 1884 and its Outlook.” 
As we write this title, we are impressed, 
as our readers must be, with the multi- 
plication of topics almost necessarily 
leading the essayists over the same 
ground and rendering the repetition, with 
all the variety of treatment, somewhat 
monotonous. It would seem that the 
executive committee might have found 
related topics rather than similar topics, 
bringing out the broader and the inci- 
dental influences of the church. Dr. 
Blackwell pictured the low social and 
religious estimation in which early 
Methodism was held, allowing himself 
a very wide range of illustration, and 
compared this with the present status 
of the church, giving, in the discussion, 
a pretty full epitome of Methodist doc- 
trine and discipline.

Some say it origi- 
nated in Maryland, and some in New 
York city; but the question was left 
open. Rev. C. H. Richardson offered a 
warm eulogy upon the reformation of | 
the eighteenth century as compared | 
with that of the sixteenth, making quite | 
a rhetorical display. Bishop Foster | 
rose to correct a wrong impression, un- | 
intentionally made by Dr. Blackwell in} 
a quotation from his late volume. The | 
words were not Bishop Foster's, but | 
Dr. Be!lows’, which called Methodism a | 
wave of feeling. Dr. Kynett called at- | 
tention to the fact, that when Method- | 
ism commenced io this country, there | 
was 4 population of thre? millions; to- | 
day there are over fifty millions; at | 
the end of the century, the population, | 
it is calculated, will reach eight hun- | 
dred millions. If we are as faithful as | 
the fathers were, we shill be able to 
overtake even these amazing millions. | 

The venerable Dr. McFerrio presided | 
at the afternvon session, ani the devo- 
tional exercises were led by Rev. Dr. | 
Orman, of Tennessee. The hymn sung | 
was the familiar stanzas of a former | 
day: —

The old Methodist hero who presided 
this afternoon, when called to the place, 
at the close of the morning se-sion, | 
made a very touching address, begging | 
to be excused from the service; but the 
Conference declincd He remarked, | 
with deep emotion, ‘‘that forty years | 
ago the churches turned their backs) 
upoo each other, ani now they had | 
cone together in fraternal love.” | 
The tender remark was received with | 
shouts and tears of joy. 

The first essay of the afternoon was | 
prepared by Rev. Dr. B. F. Lee, of the | 
African M. E. Church, but in his neces- 
sary absence, it was well read by Dr. 
B. T. ‘Tanner. His theme was, “ Causes | 
of the Success of Methodism.” He} 
classed these cau-es as, external aad | 
internal, material and spiritual. The | 
writer found in the family of Wesley | 
strong hereditary influences, and, in his | 
relation to the Moravians, strong spir- | 
itual influences entering into the char- | 
acter ard life of the great founder of | 
Methodi-m. He showed how its most | 
familiar doctrines and modes tended to | 
secure for it succe3s in its evangelical | 
work. | 

The seconi essayist was our Dr. J. | 
H. Vincent, whose topic was, *‘ Possible 
Dangers to Future Methodism.” The} 
future danger of Methodism lies, the 
speaker thought, in its present, and in 
the sources 0° its greatest power. Meth- 
odism is apostolic. It is not a new cre- 
ation, but a resurrection. The vital 
elements of Methodism are, a Biblical 
thevlogy, a present experience, a living 
testimony, ceaseless activity, and a wide 
adaptiveness. The Doctor eloquently 
portrayei the characteristic doctrines 
of the church. Peril may arise from a 
constant resistance to any aew thoughts 
or light that the advanced knowledge of
